Colonial Seoretary’s Office, 
Hongkoag, 10th Octobex, 1885, 
Sir,—I hare the honour, by direction of the 
Governor, to inform you that no vegetables have 
arrived in this Colony from Canton for several 
duys, in consequence, as is alleged, of the imposi- 
tion of o taxon them by the Chinese Au- 

thorities. ‘ 
_ His Excellency will bo obliged by your mak- 
ing an early representation on tho subject to the 
Viceroy. As a daily aupply of from 40 to 50 
tons of vegetables is required hore, the present 
stoppage is a matter of vury serious consequence 
to the Colony. 
TE you will be good enough to rofor to the oor- 
respondence noted in tho margin, you will see 
thot,,on 0 formor occasion, whon 4 representation 
was made’ ona similar subject to. the Chinese 
Authorities, the Saperintéudent of Customs ox- 
pressly oxompted vegetables from the category 
of exports properly datigble by law. 2 >. 
Sir George Bowen is therefore of op’ that 
all that: is necessary on the present occasion is 
tho mention of the.mutter by you to the Viceroy, 
and His Excellency is confident that your good 
offices will’ speedily yecure a return to the 
hitherto unrestricted supply of this important 
articlg of food.—I hava, &e.;
